Fire Weather Warning

The National Weather Service 
(NWS) has issued a Fire Weather. 
Warning for at least the next five 
days for all of northern lower 
Michigan. 

A warning is issued when soil 
conditions become extremely dry, 
relative humidity is very low, vege- 
tation is dry, and windy conditions 
exist. 

Outdoor burning is highly dis- 
couraged during this time and no 
fire should be left unattended or left 
to burn itself out. Be sure to fully 
extinguish all fires. 

The date that fire weather season 
begins is based on the amount of 
snowfall during the previous winter 
and the amount of rainfall during the 
previous autumn. From this infor- 
mation the amount of ground mois- 
ture retention is figured. 


The first grass fires in northern 
lower Michigan are highly depen- 
dent on how fast the snow melts 
across the region. 

Fire officials based at the United 
States Forest Service (USFS) in Mio 
and Baldwin decide the official 
starting date of fire weather season 
in northern Michigan. 

The Gaylord NWS works closely 
with the USFS during the fire 
weather season and winter months, 
to —- maintain communication 
throughout the year. 

During the spring, summer, and 
fall months, the two groups keep up- 
to-date on current weather patterns 
and any expected changes to ensure 
fire potential awareness. 

The National Weather Service 
issues a daily Fire Weather Forecast 
at 6:30 a.m. and 4 p.m. to supply 
USFS fire fighters with the most 
accurate weather information. 


Trout opener ‘one of 
best’ in recent years

Bob Smock, longtime Grayling 
resident and fly-fishing expert, 
agreed.

“This place was loaded with fish- 
ermen,” said Smock. “Almost 
everyone out there fishing caught 
fish. Weather wise and fishing wise, 
it was just a great weekend.” 

Smock said the combination of 
great weather and good hatching 
conditions resulted in a “fantastic” 
opening weekend of trout season in 
Grayling, “The Trout Fishing 
Capital of the Eastern United 
States.” 

Caddis and blue wing hatches 
were both on, as well as the 
Hendrickson hatch. 

“The Hendrickson hatch is usual- 
ly over before trout season starts,” 
said Smock, “but this year it worked 
out.” 

Trout season will continue in 
most area rivers until October 31.

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Board agrees to form county audit committee

In his April 14 report to the 
Crawford County Board = of 
Commissioners, Controller Paul 
Compo proposed that an Audit 
Committee be formed in order to 
expedite County-based audits more 
efficiently in the future. 

Compo’s proposal, dated April 
12, states the 1998 Report to 
Management financial audit pre- 
pared by auditing firm Anderson, 
Tackman and Associates, recom- 
mends the formation of an Audit 
Committee for reporting purposes. 


By forming the committee, the 
auditors would have a committee to 
which they can report findings, 
problems, errors, or irregularities 
when discovered. 

“The county would benefit from 
forming an audit committee to deal 
with any audit issues at the time 
they may arise,” said Compo. 

“Forming the committee will 
improve our audits and improve our 
fiscal responsibility,” he added. 

According to the proposal, the 
committee would include the Chair 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
Beth Wieland, Treasurer Joe 


Wakeley, and Controller Compo. In 
the case of an absence of a member 
at a required meeting, Chair for the

Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, Lynnette Corlew, 
would serve as the alternate. 


Discussion by the Board then 
took place on the merits of having 
an official committee to which the 
auditors may report on a more time- 
ly basis rather than only at monthly 
Board meetings. 

Compo stated an audit committee 
would add even more structure to 
the County’s financial management. 

The Board voted 6-0 to form the 
Crawford County Audit Committee 
as proposed. 

By forming the committee, the 
Board cleared up one of the 
“reportable conditions” contained in 
the 1998 Report to Management. 


County considers health care policy for future retirees

City Council prepares for DDA public hearing

The Grayling City Council 
passed a resolution of intent with 
regards to forming a Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) on 
Monday, April 26, with a unani- 
mous vote. 

The resolution is one of the 
requirements for holding a public 
hearing on the matter, which the 
council has scheduled for Monday, 
May 24. 

The resolution contains language 
describing the DDA, a provision 
for advertising and posting notice 
for the hearing, and a proposed 
boundary (represented by shaded 
area of map at right) for the district. 

All property owners within the 
proposed district as well as area 
taxing authorities will be notified 
of the hearing date by mail, and 20 
notices will be posted “in conspicu- 
ous places” within the district. 

Notification will include a copy 
of the proposed district map 
(shown at right) and the resolution 
of intent. 

At the hearing, property owners, 
taxing authority representatives, 
and other interested parties will 
have the opportunity to give feed- 
back regarding the DDA and its 
proposed boundaries, and the City

help local youths ‘at risk’

The Work Force Development 
Board, in conjunction with the 
Northeast Michigan Consortium, 
has announced grants for this sum- 
mer. funded by the Job Training 
Partnership Act (ITPA). 

These job programs will provide 
employment and training activities 
for eligible youth between the ages 
of 14-21 in Alcona. Alpena, 
Cheboygan. Crawford, 
Montumorency, Oscoda, Otsego. and 
Presque Isle counties. 

This year. grants have been 
awarded to the COOR (Crawford, 
Oscoda. Ogemaw, Roscommon) 
Intermediate School District, in the 
amount of $91.282 for Crawford 
and Oscoda counties. 

According to Dick Coulter. 
Vocational Technical Educational 
Director. “Thirty 14-15 year old 
children will go to an exploration 
program at the Kirtland Community 
College campus and twenty 16-21 
year olds will be a part of the JTPA 
Act. working for non-profit employ- 
ers.” 

The 14-15 vear olds can earn up 
to $498 with the program lasting 21 
days. The 16-21 year olds eam 
$5.15 per hour, working 35 hours 
per week for eight weeks. 


Program oversight to the activi- 
ties is provided by the Work Force 
Development Board and_ the 
Administrative Board of Northeast 
Michigan Consortium. 

“The Michigan Works agency is 
behind the funding for two individ- 
ual grants responsible for the pro- 
gram,” said Donna Campbell, 
spokeswoman for the program. 

Individuals wishing to participate 
in a program must provide docu- 
mentation of income for eligibility 
to the working and training events. 
Income consideration is a federal 
requirement. 

Students that are “at risk,” includ- 
ing those doing poorly in school and 
from dysfunctional families, are 
encouraged to apply for the pro- 
gram. 

The purpose of the programs is to 
give youth the opportunity to learn 
about work, get paychecks, and gain 
experience from a job. 

Those students whom finish the 
program will receive a certificate of 
completion. 

The deadline for applications is 
May 8. Potential candidates may 
apply at Michigan Works behind 
Northland Credit Union in 
Grayling, or call Donna Campbell 
for an application at (517) 275- 
5137, extension 236.

Growing subsidy one cause of 
KCC Nursing Center closure 


Acting on the recommendation of 
the school’s administrators, Kirtland 
Community College’s Board of 
Trustees, at its March 11 meeting 
voted to close the Nurse Managed 
Health Center on June 30. 

Kirtland President, Dr. Dorothy 
N. Franke said the reasons for the 
closure include “the difficulty in 
reaching as many members of the 
target group of critically medically 
under-served rural area residents as 
desired; the proliferation of other 
healthcare facilities in the area; and, 
the growing subsidy required to 
operate the Center.” 

“From the beginning,” said 
Franke, “the goal of the Center was 
to serve students, college employees 
and most of all, area residents who 
might not be able to afford health 
services clsewhere. Reaching those 
residents, building faith in our ser- 
vice, and contending with trans- 
portation to the campus, were prob- 
lems which were going to take 
longer than we may have anticipat- 
ed. 

“Also, when the idea for the 
Center was proposed, there were 
very few similar clinics in the area; 
now there are several. We knew the 
Center would require subsidy during 
its initial years of operation, howev- 
er, because of the reasons stated 
above, it became apparent that the 
College could not continue the 
degree of subsidization necessary.” 

The Center opened its doors to the 
public Monday, October 20, 1997. 
It was operated in affiliation with

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EVER WONDER how much it 
costs taxpayers when America’s 
First Lady travels overseas? 

It’s been impossible to figure. 

Take, for example. the most

Ms. Clinton delivered “four or 
five significant speeches,” one of 
her spokespersons told the Cox 
Bureau.

Marsha Berry, Ms. Clinton's 
press secretary told Cox the trip 
came under the State Department 
and sent the reporter there, where 
that press office said anything 
about the First Lady would have to 
come from the White House.

Remove protection 


To the editor. 

For the third time in two years, 
lawmakers in Lansing have once 
again introduced legislation to 
take Natural River Act protection 
away from the AuSable, Jordan, 
Pigeon. and other prized Michigan 
rivers. 

Senate Bill 429, now before the 
Committee on Natural Resources 
and Environmental Affairs, would 
force local zoning authorities to 
allow artificial beach sanding, 
manicured lawns to the water’s 
edge. and elaborate walkways 
through essential riverside habi- 
tats. 

This bill is an insult to taxpay- 
ers. an assault on civic values, and 
undercuts the purpose and prac- 


tice of the Natural River Act. 

The Jordan, Pigeon, AuSable 
and others are still clean and nat- 
ural, despite increased develop- 
ment, because the Natural River 
Act balances private and public 
property rights. Zoning standards 
in the Act give residents and busi- 
nesses ample opportunity to enjoy 
and profit from riverfront proper- 
ty. 

But the Act discourages subur- 
ban lawns, sanded beaches, and 
riverside patios because they can 
ruin a riverbank’s ability to stop 
erosion, filter pollution runoff, 
and provide habitat for fish and 
game. 

Taxpayers do not have to clean 
up the trout-fishing waters of the

Betsie, AuSable, or Jordan 
because the Natural River Act pre- 
vents pollution. 

The Act also puts zoning details, 
such as how far a house should be 
set back from the river, in the 
hands of local people. Actual des- 
ignation starts with months of cit- 
izen input on appropriate rules 
and continues daily with the work 
of zoning review boards made up 
of local citizens. These boards 
make every effort to accommo- 
date private property owners 
when considering requests for 
variances. 

The Michigan Land Use 
Institute recently analyzed five 
years of zoning review board deci- 
sions on the Betsie and Pere 


Marquette rivers. Between 1993 
and 1998, the boards denied only 
seven percent of variance propos- 
als. They approved 48 percent as 
proposed, and 28 percent with 
modifications. 

Senate Bill 429 would, howev- 
er, do away with local control over 
Natural River designation and 
implementation. This legislation 
runs counter to Michigan’s deeply 
held concept of Home Rule, as 
well as taxpayers’ fiscal sensibili- 
ties. The Natural River Act is 
democratic and effective. Let’s 
keep it that way.

MDOT urges caution during roadside clean-up 


To the editor. 

The 20th anniver: wry o” Earth 
Day in 1990 formed the perfect 
tackdrop for the start of one of the 
most successful public/private 
partnerships in Michigan history - 
the Michigan Department of 
Transportation Adopt-A-Highway 
(AAH) Program. 

AAH, which later this. month 
will launch its tenth pickup sea- 
son. has mushroomed from 300 
groups that first year to 3,000 
today. 

Three times a year the road 
warriors don their orange vests, 
grab their official AAH trash bags 
and set out to safely scour nearly 
6,800 miles of state highways. 
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Their mission: Rid our state road- 
sides of paper, bottles, car arts, 
shoes and other unsightly .tems 
that detract from the beauty of our 
Great Lakes State. 

With 700,000 volunteer hours 
logged to date - and as many bags 
of trash collected - the program 
has achieved tremendous success. 
Besides extending our beautifica- 
tion efforts to thousands more 
miles of highways, the volunteer 
initiative has increased the fre- 
quency of litter pickups and beau- 
tified more roadside right-of-way 
than we could afford to with paid 
crews. 

Of course, the success of this 
program would not have been 
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achievable without our emphasis 
on volunteer .afety. 

Besides providing vests, trash 
bags and attractive signs, MDOT 
annually supplies each group with 
safety instructions and requires 
that volunteers participate in safe- 
ty training prior to each pickup 
season. 

Also, unlike many other states 
with similar programs, we encour- 
age groups to participate during 
three seasonally scheduled pickup 
periods. The first of the 1999 sea- 
son is April 24 - May 2. 

After nine years, motorists have 
become accustomed to the ten- 
day periods when most groups hit 
the roadsides. Furthermore, 
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every other line.

(2) receipts from non-farm and farm 
self-employment; (3) regular pay- 
ments trom Social Security, railroad 
retirement, unemployment compen- 
sation, strike benefits, veterans’ ben- 
efits, public assistance including 
supplemental security income (SSI), 
training stipends, alimony, private 
pensions, government employee 
pensions. and regular insurance or 
annuity payments and (4) income 
from dividends, interest, rent, royal- 
ties, or periodic receipts from estates 
or trusts. 

Exempt incomes are capital gains, 
tax refunds, student loans, medicare 
premium deducted from social secu- 
rity and child support. 

Food products and funding are 
made available to states on the basis 
of the number of persons unem- 
ployed and those below the poverty 
level.

God's providence is dedicated to pro- 
fect the right-to-life of His people. 
(Isaiah 54:17) “No weapon that is 
formed against thee shall prosper: and 
every tongue that shall rise against thee 
in judgment thou shalt condemn. This is 
the heritage of the servants of the 
LORD, and their righteousness is of me. 
saith the LORD.” As part of God's pro- 
vision to protect His people. He gave 
them power to create weapons for self 
defense. (Isaiah 54:16) “Behold. I have 
created the smith that bloweth the coals 
in the fire. and that bringeth forth an 
instrument for his work: and | have cre- 
ated the waster to destroy.” God not 
only gave power to make weapons, but 
also the perception. prudence. and 
prowess to use them. (Psalms 144:1) 
“Blessed be the LORD my strength. 
which teacheth my hands to war, and my 
fingers to fight.” 

Disarmament has been the 3.000 year 
practice of totalitarian government to 
enslave people. When the Jews were 
subdued by the Philistines we read: (1 
Samuel 13:19) “Now there was no smith 
found throughout all the land of Israel: 
for the Philistines said. Lest the Hebrews 
make them swords or spears.” In 2 
Kings 24:16 we find Babylon disarming 
Israel in the same way for their 70 years 
of slavery. History teaches government 


that controlling weapons is essential to 
controlling people. This is another rea- 
son we are fighting Serbs today because 
the Albanians and Kosovo Liberation 
Army were not sufficiently armed. In 
Afghanistan, when we armed the rebels 
they successfully resisted the Russian 
military. One goal of the UN is the con- 
trol of weapons in every nation so they 
can extend international control over all 
nations. 

But. gun control should not be a prob- 
lem in Michigan since our state constitu- 
tion reads: “Every person has the right 
to keep and bear arms for the defense of 
himself and the state.” But politicians 
have turned our state constitution as well 
as the Second Amendment to our U.S. 
Constitution, and our Declaration of 
Independence against the purpose of 
God and our founding fathers. 

Jeffrey R. Snyder in an article enti- 
tled. “Crime. Self-Defense. and the 
Right to Carry a Handgun” made the fol- 
lowing comments: “The most funda- 
mental justification for concealed-carry 
laws is the right to life. Each person has 
a right to life. not just those who have 
demonstrated some special ‘need’ or 
‘proper cause.” Indeed. our 
Declaration of Independence asserts that 
governments are instituted to secure the 
right to life. The right to life of necessi-

ty implies the right to maintain or con- 
tinue one’s life by defending it against 
violent criminal assault. Yet the right to 
defend one’s life is meaningless, or a 
hollow promise, unless that right also 
encompasses the right to the means nec- 
essary for the effective exercise of that 
right.” 

“Since the right to life implies a right 
to the means to protect that life, the indi- 
vidual's right to his own life necessarily 
implies a right to keep and bear arms 
suitable for self-defense. In this place 
and time, that means a handgun, small 
enough to be carried at almost all times. 
The presumption, therefore. of a govern- 
ment that respects its citizens’ right to 
life and self-defense must be that they 
are permitted to carry arms to protect 
themselves.” God gave us unalienable 
rights to life, liberty, property, and 
defense.

Orthopedic specialist leaves to teach at MSU

John M. Thiel, D.O., FA.O.A.O. 
(Doctor of Osteopathy, Fellow in 
the American Osteopathic Academy 
of Orthopedics), ended his 18-year 
tenure in northern Michigan on 
Wednesday, April 21. Dr. Thiel, on 
staff at the Mercy Hospital of 
Grayling and Otsego Memorial 
Hospital in Gaylord, has an accom- 
plished career to follow as he relo- 
cates to Hayes Green Beach 
Hospital in Charlotte. 

At six years of age, Thiel knew 
he wanted to be an orthopedic sur- 
geon. His father was handicapped 
and this provided him with inspira- 
tion to become a doctor. 

Thiel graduated from Howell 
High School in 1967, attended 
Albion College in 1968, and gradu- 
ated from Michigan State 
University with a Bachelor of Arts 
degree in 1971. 

In 1976, he received his Doctor of 
Osteopathic Medicine degree from 
the Chicago College of Osteopathic 
Medicine. 

He was an intern from 1976-1977 
at Lansing General Hospital and did 
his orthopedic residency at the 
Garden City Osteopathic Hospital 
from 1977-1981. Thiel began prac- 
ticing in Grayling and Gaylord in 
July, 1981. 

In February 1984, Dr. Robert 
Halter offered Thiel a position at 
the Milltown Clinic's N'Orthopedics 
PC. 

"Fifty-percent of my practice was 
in Grayling and 50 percent was in 
Gaylord,” said Thiel. "I live five 
miles south of Gaylord and 22 miles 
from here (Grayling).” Many times 
he would drive back and forth for 
different patients in each city on the 
same day. 

Thiel has been given numerous

honors and distinctions, including 
Chief of Surgery, Chief of Staff, and 
Chairman of Credentials Committee 
at Grayling Mercy Hospital. He has 
published various medical papers 
and is a member of several osteo- 
pathic associations. 

He acknowledged performing 
approximately 600 operations per 
year while working in this area, 
including on bones, joints, tendons, 
nerves, arteries, hips, knees, shoul- 
ders, ankles, wrists, hands, shin 
splints, and foot problems. “I have 
done about 1,000 knees and hips in 
18 years,” said Thiel. 

Moving on with his life, Thiel 
will be teaching orthopedic surgery 
at Michigan State University start- 
ing in June, in addition to his new 
private practice in Charlotte. "I 
have always wanted to teach hand 
surgery,” said Thiel. He will teach 
every three months at the medical 
school and have an orthopedic doc-

NMH will mail 
mammogram 
reports now 


Women receiving a mammogram 
at Northern Michigan Hospital 
(NMH) in Petoskey will be mailed a 
written summary of their mammog- 
raphy report under new federal 
guidelines. 

Beginning April 28, the Food and 
Drug Administration’s 
Mammography Quality Standards 
Act requires that a written summary 
of the mammography report be sent 
to all patients by the physician who 
interpreted the examination. The 
report wili be written in terms that 
should be easily understood by the 
lay person. 

“We’re very pleased to follow 
these standards and provide our 
patients with the written report,” said 
Michael Angileri, M.D., Medical 
Director of Radiology at NMH. 
“Arming women with information 
about their mammography screening 
- or any health information - allows 
them to take even more control of 
improving their health.” 

Patients should expect to receive 
the summary report within two to 
three weeks after their mammogra- 
phy appointment at NMH. The 
patient’s referring health care 
provider will continue to also receive 
a report of the mammography 
results.

Working while retired? 
Here are rules to know 


Even though a recent law 
eliminated annual earn- 
ings reports for most bene- 
ficiaries who work, there 
are still some circum- 
stances under which you 
must report your earnings 
while receiving Social 
Security retirement or sur- 
vivors benefits. 

Usually, Social Security 
gets that information from 
the earnings your employ- 
er reports on your W-2 and 
from your self-employ- 
ment earnings reported on 
your income tax return. 
However, there are some 
circumstances under 
which you are responsible 
for reporting the earnings. 
You need to report earn- 
ings to Social Security after 
the end of the year only if: 

¢ You're eligible for the 
monthly earnings test and 
you earned less than the 
monthly earnings limits 
(in that case, we need to 
know so we can pay you 
benefits for that month). 

¢ Some, or all, of the 
earnings shown on your 
W-2 were not earned in the 
year reported. 

¢ Your W-2 shows 
employer-reported wages 
that you will include on a 
self-employment tax

The Volunteer Mercy Pilots are a 
group of licensed aviators and their 
helpers who volunteer their skills.

“No one in Michigan should have 
to go without the best medical treat- 
ment just because they don’t have a 
way there.” said Ken Osman, 
founder of Volunteer Mercy Pilots, 
based in Lansing. 

“The people in Crawford County 
and the surrounding area are not 
aware of our services,” Osman said. 
“And, because Governor Engler has 
proclaimed the week of April 25 as 
‘Public Benefit Flying Week,’ we 
thought it would be a good time to 
get the word out.” 

About 40 pilots, two dozen planes 
and 20 volunteers have been

Volunteer pilots help deliver 
patients to far-off treatment 


involved in these missions of mercy, 
delivering 390 patients (500 to 600 
including accompanying family 
members) to their medically-neces- 
sary deslinations in the past year 
alone. 

There are six such pilot groups in 
Michigan and they are dependent 
upon grant monies and donations to 
keep flying. However, many pilots 
give freely of their time and equip- 
ment at an estimated value of $375 - 
$450 per hour for each trip. 

Osman said that his group is part 
of the United Way campaign and is 
mentored by the American Red 
Cross. Although the Mercy Pilots 
require their passengers have a 
medical necessity, they don’t pro- 
vide medical care in flight. 

“We must make it very clear that 
we are not an air ambulance service. 
We are not allowed to give out so 
much as an aspirin to our passen- 
gers,” Osman said. 

There is a certain criteria each 
patient must meet before they can 
be transported by the Mercy Pilots: 

* A doctor’s written medical 
release stating the patient is able to 
travel in a light, unpressurized air- 
plane; 

* Patient does not require medical 
treatment in flight; 

* Patient must be able to sit 
upright during the flight.

The flight by the Mercy Pilots 
will spare the Grosskopfs a tiresome 
ride to Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
and then a fligts! to O’ Hare.

LEG LENGTH DISPARITY 


Short-leg syndrome refers to an array 
of foot, leg knee and even low back pains 
caused by one leg being shorter than the 
other. People are right-and left-legged 
just as they are right-or left-handed; usu- 
ally, the dominant leg is the longer one. 
Frequently, the shortening is not in the 
thigh or shinbones, but in the area below 
the ankle, caused by a weakness in the 
foot. Once the podiatrist diagnoses this 
condition, he or she can correct the dis- 
crepancy with the use of heel lifts, arch 
supports, or other orthotic devices. 
These corrective measures most often 
provide relief for the long-standing 
aches and pains this syndrome causes. 
The condition often exists in the absence 
of any symptoms.
